WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Meat 
packers have definitely served no- 
tice on the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration that they will 
not absorb the recently levied 


“processing” tax levied on pork 
products to finance the Govern- 
ment’s $350,000,000 program to cur- 
tail corn and hog production. The 
packers have added that they like- 
wise have no intention of absorb- 
ing any “compensatory” taxes that 
might be imposed on other meat 
products competing with pork. 

A “processing” tax of 50 cents 
a hundredweight on live hogs will 
go-into effect next Monday. Each 
30 days thereafter it will be in- 
creased 50 cents a hundredweight 
until Feb. 1, when a $2 tax will be 
attained. This $2 tax will con- 
tinue through the 1933-34 and 1934- 
35 hog marketing years. It is called 
a “processing” tax because it is 
‘paid by the first processor of the 
hogs. In most instances the first 
processor is the meat packer. 

What Government Hopes to Do. 

With the proceeds from this tax 
the Federal Government hopes to 
raise enough money to compensate 
farmers who agree to reduce their 
corn acreage 20 per cent and pork 


‘| producers who agree to reduce by 


25 per cent the average number of 
litters farrowed@ and hogs sold. For 
each acre the farmer takes out of 
production he will receive a rental 
equivalent to the return on the 
average production of that acre 
during the years 1931 to 1933, in- 
clusive, figuring corn at 30 cents 
a bushel. The pork producer will 
receive adjustment payments of $5 

a head on the number of hogs 
siaivadent to 75 per cent of the 
average number of hogs farrowed 
on the farm during 1932 and 1933. 

The taxes do no’ stop with hogs. 
The Agricultural Adjustment Act 
permits the Federal, Government 
to levy “compensatory”. taxes on 
food products competing with cern 
and hogs. This week AAA offi- 
cials are holding hearings to de- 
termine what products shall catry 
these compensatory taxés. As vir-| 
tually every wae. competes 
directly or in th pork for 
favor on the consumer’s table, the 
testimony dealt with possible taxes 
on cattle and calves: sheep and 
lambs; vegetable oils, including cot- 
tonseed oil; fish snd — prod- 
ucts, and poultry and eggs 

Packers Refuse to Stand Load. 

These taxes are called “com- 
pensatory” because they are de- 
signed to prevent a shift from pork 
to other food products. 

At the first hearing on cumpen- 
satory taxes, Norman Draper, rep- 
resenting the Institute of American 
Meat Packers, bluntly told the AAA 
officials that th- packers consid- 
ered the new processing ta: as 
merely another operating expense, 
to be passed to the consumer or to 
be taken out of the price paid the 
pork producer. Whether the con- 
sumer or the producer paid, he ex-

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DUKE OF ATHOLL 

ACCUSED OF HOLDING 
PRIVATE LOTTERY 

Summoned to Police Court -in 


London; Raised $738,- 
500 Fund.

LONDON, Nov.’'1—A summons 
was granted today in Bow Street 
Police Court against the Duke of 
Atholl for violation of the lotteries 
act. 

The nobleman, well known in 
the United States, raised his own 
private “mystery fund” of more 
than £150,000 (approximately $738,- 
500 currently) by voluntary sub- 
scriptions and then distributed 748 
gifts ranging from £2000 (about 
$9580) to £10 (approximately $47.90). 

The Duke set aside £60,000 for 
charities and distributed £36,000 
among the subscribers, who bought 
tickets after the manner of the 
Irish sweepstakes. 

The lucky subscribers to the 
Duke’s fund were announced Oct. 
21. Afterward men from Scotland 
Yard held a conference with the 
Duke at his Highland castle. This 
was followed by today’s summons 
which was applied for by the Di- 
rector of Publi¢ Prosecutions. 

The case will be heard in the 
Bow street court Nov. 14. — 

The Duke of Atholl is the only 
person in the British Empire en- 
titled to maintain a private army. 
Queen Victoria in 1845 granted per- 
mission to the Duke of that day to 
maintain three companies of infan- 
try, and the Atholl “army” of 300 
men still is in existence. It ap- 
pears, however, chiefly on 
monial occasions. 

His wife, the Duchess, is a mem- 
ber of the House of Commons and 
was secretary of the Board of Ed- 
ucation of Parliament for five years 
preceding 1929. 


PRICE OF GOLD UP 14 CENTS, 
R. F.C, QUOTATION, $32.26 


Value at London Rises to $31.52; 
Dollar Drops. in 
England.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The 
Treasury today announced a price 
of $32.26 an ounce for fReconstruc- 
tion Corporation purchases of new- 
ly mined gold. This/was an ad- 
vance of 14 cents as compared with 
yesterday, and another new high. 
Meanwhile the dollar value of gold 
at London increased from $31.05 to 

2 an ouncé, a margin of 47 
nts. Today’s domestic price was 
74 cents above the world figure. 

The advance in the latter includ- 
ed an increase in the actual quo- 
tation for gold in British currency 
and an increase in the number of 
dollars and cents to the pound. 

The $31.52 figure being paid in 
London was on the basis of the. 
pound opening there at a rate of 
$4.78%..

portfolio in 1931. He developed 
that Mr. and Mrs. Wiggin “lent” a 
total of 65,000 shares to Shermar 
to enable it to make deliveries on 
the short sales. Instead of lending 
the stock directly to the personal 
corporation, three personal trust 
funds were used. Wiggin said it 
was “more convenient” to handle 
the deals in this way, although he: 
admitted that it necessitated two 
stages instead of one. 

Pecora introduced evidence that 
the short sales began on Aug. 8 
1929, but Conboy insisted the first 
short sale was not made until 
Sept. 23, which was ‘about a month 
before the market crash. The high- 
est sale was at $278 a share, The 
lowest was $180. The Murlyn Cor- 
poration covered these sales later at 
an average price of $155 a share.

Replies to ~ Questionnaire on 
Topics From Fee-Splitting 
to State Medicine. 


A running comment on what the 
doctor thinks of himself and his 
colleagues and how medical ethics 
work out in theory and practice 
was furnished at a meeting of the 
St. Louis Medical Society last night 
by Dr. Max J. Bierman, who read 
the results of a questionnaire he 
had sent out to get a survey of the 
economic phase of medical condi- 
tions in St. Louis. 
The survey itself is perhaps not 
completely representative, since Dr. 
Bierman read mainly from the an- 
swers received from 100 members 
of the Medical Society. He also 
received answers from 112 non- 
members. He sent questionnaires

“The high charges by some men 
have forced the public to demand 
adequate medical services at rea- 
sonable rates.” 

Opposition to State Medicine. 
Others who opposed state med- 
icine said it could not work in a 
democracy or that it. could not 
work in aé_ capitalistic country. 
Among others who favored it some 
commented that “it could not be 
worse than now,” and that it would 
be “o k if the physician is ade- 
quately paid.” 
Answers several of the ques- 
tions showéd how the individual 
doctor is hard pressed to 
living today and what changes in 
present conditions he favors to 
bring more patients to hi There 
were. many objections’ to free 
clinics, for instance, and 91 thought 
clinics and hospitals should not be 
established “without consulting the 
medical profession.” 
Three-fourths of those reporting 
declared city institutions had gone 
“too far in rendering treatment to 
the indigent.” Ninety thought that 
teachers in the: profession should 
not be allowed to treat. but only 
consult on private cases. The same 
number said that the state should 
pay the physician for treatment of 
the indigent. 

$2,456,325 in Charity Work. 
Dr. Bierman had mentioned in 
his preliminary remarks that in 
1931 St. Louis physicians estimated 
they did $2,456,325 worth of charity 
work for indigent patients. This 
was apart from the free treatment 
provided in the established clinics, 
All of the doctors present voted 
for the adoption of a proposal made 
earlier in the evening by Health 
Commissioner Bredeck, in which he 
told how he will attempt to return 
much of fhe work in preventive 
medicine, now carried on by city 
clinics, to the private physician. 
The majority held that the med- 
ical profession should have its own 
credit bureau and 40 replied that 
the function of a medical society 
should be the “mutual economic 
benefit of the membership.” 
On fee-splitting, 48 declared 
themselves for and?35 against it. 
One of those in favor said “the 
so-called leaders ‘do it” and another 
said “it is being done, why not 
sanction it and do it openly.” The 
answers were summed up by one 
who said that fee-splitting, where 
two or more doctors work on & 
case, is fair but “the element of 
barter should not enter into it.” 
Most of the answers showed that 
doctors thought the -number of 
medical school graduates should be 
limited, either by the city, State, 
or Federal government or by the 
schools themselves. The majority 
believed internes should be paid,/

TO KEEP PEACE IN 
HUSSEY FAMILY 


Mother of Woman Suing 
for Estate Accounting 


Tells of Making Proposal 
to Plaintiff in 1930. 


Mrs. Tennie Hussey was willing 
to pay $50,000 to her daughter to 
avoid litigation over the $1,000,000 
trust estate created by her hus- 
band, Dennis B. Hussey, she testi- 
fied yesterday in the trial of an ac- 


counting suit brought by the 
daughter, Mrs. James L. Bailey. 

The offer was made, Mrs. Hus- 
sey testified, in November, 1930, “to 
keep peace in the family,” and was 
withdrawn two weeks later when 
she saw “the drift of events.” The 
suit, in which'Mrs. Bailey is suing 
her mother and brothers as trus- 
tees of the estate, was filed a few 
weeks later. 

It has been on trial now before 
Circuit Judge Calhoun for nine 
days during which Mrs. Bailey has 
outlined her objections to the han- 
dling of the estate, notably to loans 
of more than $400,000 to a company 
organized by her oldest brother, 
Robert, and of $25,000 to her oth- 
er brother, Nolen. More than half 
of the loan to Robert’s company is 
unpaid and the company is insol- 
vent. Nolen still owes the $25,000, 
the testimony has shown. | 

Robert Hussey Testifies. 

Robert Hussey testified today the 
Hussey Tie Co., stock of which is 
the principal asset of the estate, 
ceased to do a business in railroad 
ties in 1923 and since then its busi- 
ness had been investing its funds. 
He contended that whatever ac- 
tions of his were involved in the 
controversy were performed as a 
director of Hussey Tie Co. and not 
as a trustee of the. estate. 

Counsel for the defendants sought 

to show, but evidence was excluded, 
that Robert’s company might have 
made a profit of $130,000 from busi- 
ness obtained with the loans  re- 
ceived from the estate, but lost 
$100,000 on the deal because Mrs. 
Bailey’s insistence on tepayment of 
the loans required untimely liqui- 
dation of the company’s stock of 
unseasoned railroad ties. 
_ Income from the estate, Robert 
testified, averaged $68,000 a year 
for three years after Hussey Tie 
Co. withdrew from the tie business, 
and then fell to about $40,000 a 
year.

Her differences of opinion with

Mrs. Bailey, in her testimony, 
made it clear that she was not 
charging her mother or brothers 
with bad faith or improper personal 
gain, but that she did challenge 
their business judgment as man- 
agers of the, estate. 

Mrs. Hussey said her husband, 
who was president of the Hussey 
Tie Co. had not solicited her ad- 
vice in business matters, but that 
she understood the loans to Rob- 
ert’s company, made soon after the 
death of her husband in 1927, were 
in accord with the practices of his 
father, with whom Robert had 
been associated in business. 

Asked by Elmer E. Pearcy, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Bailey, if her husband’s 
policy had not been to limit indi- 
vidual loans to $250,000, Mrs. Hus- 
sey replied that at one time the 
Hussey-Hobbs Co. owed $500,000 to 
the estate, which her husband had 
established five years before his 
death. 

Bank Took Charge in 1929. 

An agreement under which super- 
vision of the estate was assumed 
by the National Rank of Commerce, 
and later by St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., was reached in February, 1929, 
after family conferences, and Mrs. 
Hussey said she thought at that 
time the Hussey Lumber Products 
Co., Robert’s company, would. be 
able to repay its loan in full. 

The loans to Nolen, she said, were 
made in 1930 and 1931 when he 
needed the money to meet debts. 
Robert, she said, was opposéd to 
the estate making these loans, but 
Nolen gave notes for them. There 
was other testimdhy that he has 
paid interest on the money regu- 
larly. - 

Nolen, first witness for the de 
fense, testified he had opposed the 
loans to Robert’s company regard- 
ing them as excessive, and that at 
one time he had made “wild state- 
ments” that he considered Robert 
personally responsible for the 
money.

FOR PRESERVING SiGtiT 


Dr. M. Luckiesh Explains Can- 
dle Meter Measures Light ™ 
Required, for Reading. 


Four persons out of 10 have 
abused their eyes and have defec- 
tive vision because of ignorance or 
prejudice or because they are too 


proud to wear glasses, Dr. M. Luck- 
iesh of Cleveland,- director of the 
lighting research laboratory of the 
General Electric Co., said yesterday 
in addressing members of the St. 
Louis Electrical Board of Trade 
at Hotel Statler. 3 

“Your homes are equipped with 
clocks to measure time and ther- 
mometers and thermostats to mea- 
sure and regulate aeat,” he said, 
“but I venture that not a home 
in St. Louis is equipped’with-a foot 
candle meter which would preserve 
sight and save no end of muscular 
nervous energy.” 

s Candle Meter. 

Dr. Luckiesh, who received the 
gold medal award of the Distin- 
guished Service Foundation of Op- 
tometry “for creating a new science 
of seeing”—a combination of light- 
ing and optics, scientifically ap- 
plied, explained the foot candle as 
a unit of measurement of light. 
Simply, it is the amount of light 
given by a candle at the distance 
of one foot. 

The meters. he said, were com- 
paratively inexpensive, costing 
about $15 and he expects the cost 
to be reduced to $10. 

While the average requirement 
for reading a book with minimum 
strain is 1000 foot candles, equiva- 
lent to the light on an open porch 
or in the shade of a tree, the de 
sired amount varies with the condi- 
tion of the reader’s eyes and with 
his age. Middle-aged and older per- 
sons require several times the 
amount oflight needed by youths. 

“T.abor-Saving Device.” 

Dr. Luckiesh described research 
conducted by him to determine the 
amount of muscular nervous en- 
ergy required to read under light 
of varying degrees of sufficiency 


and referred to proper lighting as | 


a “labor-saving device” so far un- 
recognized by employers. While 
proper lighting may have a negligi- 
ble effect on quantity of produc- 
tion, he declared the social-minded 
employer would be anxious to im- 
prove lighting conditions when 
shown that*workers thereby could 
conserve sight and energy. 

The “new science of seeing” will 
be developed by oculists and optom- 
etrists in collaboration wit light- 
ing experts, he predicted. 

The automobile headlight, he said, 
would become practically obsolet; 
equipment in a decade or two when 
lighting of highways would become 
as much a part of their improve- 
ment as paving. Highway lighting 
can be accomplished, he added, for 
about $1000 a mile, adding greatly 
to the safety of night driving. 

Dr. Luckiesh and St. Louis ocu- 
lists who were guests were intro- 
duced by P. B. Postlethwaite, presi- 
dent of the Electrical Board of 
Trade.

Checks for $52,147 Mailed by 
Government to 485 lowa 
Growers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The first 
Government casn benefit payments 
in the Farm Adjustment Adminis- 
tration’s wheat acreage reduction 
program went yesterday to Iowa 
farmers in Monona County, checks 
totaling $52,147.60 being mailed to 
485 growers. 

Payments represent the first in- 
stallments on the benefits to farm- 
ers. The rest, or about 30 per cent 
more, will be payable n2xt spring 
after it has been ascertained that 
the farmers have lived up to their 
pledge to reduce plantings of wheat 
for harvest in 1934 15 per cent be- 
low their avérage acreage harvest- 
ed in the last three to five years. 

The Government has about $70,- 
000,000 to distribute to wheat farm- 
ers during the next six weeks. The 
administration reported that 570,- 
263 farmers controlling 51,925,612 
acres had signed contracts to re- 
duce their plantings. Their acreage 
represents about 80 per cent of t .e 
national wheat growing area and a

OF NEW DEVICE 
FOR PRESERVING SIGHT 


Dr. M. Luckiesh Explains Can- 
dle Meter Measures Light 
Required for Reading. 


Four persons out of 10 have 
abused their eyes and have defec- 
tive vision because of ignorance or 
prejudice or because they are too 


proud to wear glasses, Dr. M. Luck- 
iesh of Cleveland,- director of the 
lighting research laboratory of the 
General Electric Co., said yesterday 
in addressing members of the St. 
Louis Electrical Board of Trade 
at Hotel Statler. 

“Your homes are equipped with 
clocks to measure time and ther- 
mometers and thermostats to mea- 
sure and regulate aeat,” he said, 
“but I venture that not a home 
in St: Louis is equipped’with a foot 
candle meter which would preserve 
sight and save no end of muscular 
nervous energy.” 

Explains Candle Meter. 

Dr. Luckiesh, who received the 
gold medal award of the Distin- 
guished Service Foundation of Op- 
tometry “for creating a new science 
of seeing”—a combination of light- 
ing and optics, scientifically ap- 
plied, explained the foot candle as 
a unit of measurement of light. 
Simply, it is the amount of light 
given by a candle at the distance 
of one foot. 

The meters, he said, were com- 
paratively inexpensive, costing 
about $15 and he expects the cost 
to be reduced to $10. 

While the average requirement 
for reading a book with minimum 
strain is 1000 foot candles, equiva- 
lent to the light on an open porch 
or in the shade of a tree, the de 
sired amount varies with the condi- 
tion of the reader’s eyes and with 
his age. Middle-aged and older per- 
sons require several times the 
amount of’light needed by youths. 

“LLabor-Saving Device.” 

Dr. Luckiesh described research 
conducted by him to determine the 
amount of muscular nervous en- 
ergy required to read under light 
of varying degrees of sufficiency 


a “labor-saving device” so far un- 
recognized by employers. While 
proper lighting may have a negligi- 
ble effect on quantity of produc- 
tion, he declared the social-minded 
employer would be anxious to im- 
prove lighting conditions when 
shown that*workers thereby could 
conserve sight and energy. 

The “new science of seeing” will 
be developed by oculists and optom- 
etrists in collaboration wi‘ light- 
ing experts, he predicted. 

The automobile headlight, he said, 
would become practically obsolet; 
equipment in a decade or two when 
lighting of highways would become 
as much a part of their improve- 
ment as paving. Highway lighting 
can be accomplished, he added, for 
about $1000 a mile, adding greatly 
to the safety of night driving. 

Dr. Luckiesh and St. Louis ocu- 
lists who were guests were intro- 
duced by P. B. Postlethwaite, presi- 
dent of the Electrical Board of 
Trade.

FIRST PAYMENTSUNDER 
WHEAT REDUCTION PLAN 


Checks for $52,147 Mailed by 
Government to 485 lowa 
‘Growers. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The first 
Government casn benefit payments 
in the Farm Adjustment Adminis- 
tration’s wheat acreage reduction 
program went yesterday to lowa 
farmers in Monona County, checks 
totaling $52,147.60 being mailed to 
485 growers. 

Payments represent the first in- 
stallments on the benefits to farm- 
ers. The rest, or about 30 per cent 
more, will be payable n2xt spring 
after it has been ascertained that 
the farmers have lived up to their 
pledge to reduce plantings of wheat 
for harvest in 1934 15 per cent be- 
low their average acreage harvest- 
ed in the last three to five years. 

The Government has about $70,- 
000,000 to distribute to wheat farm- 
ers during the next six weeks. The 
administration. reported that 570,-

Total of Members of Feder- 
al System Is Above $850,- 
000,000—Due to Buying 
U. S. Paper.

NEW YORK, Nov. 1—Excess re- 
serves of all member banks of the 
Federal Reserve System exceeded 
$850,000,000 at the end of October, 
the largest amount ever reached, 
thg monthly review of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York says 
today. 

This increase, the review says, is 
due largely to additional purchases 
of Government securities by mem- 
ber banks. Since the middle of 
May purchases of these obligations 
have amounted to $563,000,000 and 


excess reserves of member banks 
have increased by nearly the same 
amount, 

Additional receipt of funds by 
member banks through deposits of 
currency and from other sources 
have been approximately balanced, 
the review asserts, by the repay- 
ment by most of the member banks 
of indebtedness to the _ reserve 
banks; retirement of acceptances 
held by the reserve banks and a 
small increase in reserve require- 
ments. 


“Very Comfortable Position.” 


“As a result of these transac- 
tions,” the review continues, “mem- 
ber banks in general are in a very 
comfortable reserve position. The 
indebtedness of member banks at 
the reserve banks is the smallest 
since 1917, and excess reserves over 
legal requirements are more wide- 
ly held than at any other time in 
recent years. Member banks are 
therefore in a position to extend 
large amounts of additional credit 
as occasion rises. Under’ these 
circumstances purchase of Gov- 
ernment securities by the reserve 
banks were reduced in volume dur- 
ing the latter part of October.” . 

New York City member bankg 
on Oct. 25 held more than $200, 
000,000 of excess reserves and Chi- 
cago banks held about $250,000,000. 
Member banks in other localities 
held a total of about $400,000,000, 
compared with about $100,000,000 in 
January of this year, when the pre- 
vious high point of excess reserves 
for all member banks was reached. 


Fluctuation in New York. 


In New York City excess re- 
serves are not so large now as in 
January, because, the review says, 
these banks are subject to recur- 
rent drains due to demands for 
funds in other parts of the coun- 
try. During the first half of Oc- 
tober the amount of currency in 
circulation showed a seasonal in- 
crease of $78,000,000, and accom- 
panying this demand and the dis- 
tribution of Oct. 1 interest and divi- 
dend disbursements there were 
transfers of more than $100,000,000 
to other districts. A return flow 
of currency began in the latter 
half, with the result that the New 
York banks have regained a con- 
siderable part of the withdrawn 
funds. 

In addition to the ebb and flow 
of commercial funds at New York, 
fhe review says, the Federal Trea- 
sury has withdrawn funds to meet 
Government expenditures in other 
districts.

The 1921 Postoffice Shake-up. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 

ROM the impression given in your pa- 

per relative to the new Postmaster, 
W. Rufus Jackson, your readers, no doubt, 
are of the opinion that something terrible 
is about to happen in the Postoffice. 
“The same conditions existed some 12 
years ago, except that all rules of com- 
mon decency were scrapped at that time, 
men’s records clouded and characters 
maligned in a frantic effort to replace 
competent Democratic supervisors with 
iriexperienced Republicans. Men in charge 
of stations and supervisors in charge of 
departments were called before the As- 
sistant Postmaster, who, by the way, is 
still one of the Assistant Postmasters, and 
told to accept other assignments at great- 
ly reduced salaries or answer charges of 
inefficiency and be dismissed from the 
service. Strange to relate, all station su- 
perintendents and al] men in charge of 
departments either were dismissed, forced 
to resign or were relegated to the ranks. 
Among them was one who was in the 
service over 40 years and never had a 
thing in his record to warrant such ac- 
tion. The then Assistant Postmaster, Su- 
perintendent of Mails, together with five 
Assistant Superintendents of Mails, were 
either dismissed or reassigned, and the 
postal patrons didn’t seem to get excited 
over the situation. 

The then new Postmaster, Mr. Alt, and 
his Assistant Postmaster slowly but sure- 
ly made changes in all supervisory posi- 
tions, made no excuses for doing it and 
boasted that the quicker it could be done 
the happier they would be. The official 
records show this, it was common knowl- 
edge, and I know because I was one of 
those forced out of service at that time. 

This letter may be of little interest to 
you or the public; however, it is a true 
statement of the conditions existing im- 
mediately after the Democratic adminis- 
tration went out of office in 1921. If 
some individuals, now serving in positions 
they are not qualified to fill, are merely 
being asked to consent to an assignment 
where they can best serve the interest of 
the Postal Department, it is indeed @ 
wonderfully humane way of handling the 
matter as compared to 1921. The new 
administration certainly should receive 
the praise and commendation of every 
posta] patron.

A Laundry Worker’s View. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OT many days ago, several thousand 
N persons in St. Louis were added to 
the atmy of unemployed by the lockout 
of the laundry industry. Though I have 
worked in a laundry for several years, 
and try to look on the situation with an 
impartial view, I still feel that it was 
not necessary. 

It is humanly impossible to live on $2.75 
and $3 a week. There were girls whose 
pay was that small. Since signing the 
blanket code, my laundry was forced to 
pay more, not because of willingness, but 
by reason of the force of the Blue Eagle. 

The industry’s business is supposed to 
have decreased 65 per cent, whereas some 
workers are still receiving 5C per cent 
less than was paid a few years ago. Help 
has béen laid off, which makes it im- 
perative for workers who remain to do 
half again as much work as in the 
past. Another important thing: The cus- 
tomers of the “finish- department” only 
received a reduction of approximately 
16 2-3 per cent during the depression, be- 
fore prices started going up. This will 
not apply to the entire industry. After 
all, it is readily seen that labor and 
patrons alike have taken it on the chin.

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/RECOVERY AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

James M. Beck, Representative in Congress from 
Philadelphia, declares in an article in the Forum 
that the National Recovery Act violates both the let- 


ter and the spirit of the Constitution. 


flight lawyer: When the subject is the Constitution 
of the United States, Mr. Beck is a bearcat. He has 
wintered and summered with the Constitution, could 
recite it offhand, we imagine, without missing a 
comma. Thoroughly he knows it, and as fondly he 
adores it. It may truthfully be said, we believe, that 
no other citizen of the United States worries so often 
and so deeply about the Constitution as does Mr. 
Beck. It might be ventured that worrying about the 
Constitution is the great joy of Mr. Beck’s life. ‘ 

These statements and surmise are uttered in no 
deprecatory spirit. It is a fine thing to know and 
revere our Constitution. It is, in truth, every citi- 
zen’s obligation. Obviously, we can’t all be spe- 
cialists in the sense that Mr. Beck is. But we can 
all understand that, under our Constitution, the great 
experiment of American democracy has prospered 
‘wonderfully, and most of us believe that the Gov- 
ernment it created and has sustained has written an 
unparalleled chapter in the history of humanity. He 
is, indeed, a brother to the ox who does not feel his 
personal indebtedness to the Bill of Rights and, when 
occasion calls for it, proudly glory in the vision of 
the Founding Fathers. 

Now, the country is, manifestly, the Constitution’s 
justification. The country is the Constitution’s hand- 
iwork. If the country should gc to smash, the Con- 
stitution would go to smash with it. Is the country 
threatened with any such catastrophe? Some rather 
important citizens have felt it was. Their fears are 
still with them. The president of Yale University, 
for example, has frankly voiced his alarm if Mr. 
Roosevelt’s recovery program should fail. Dr. An- 
gell is not concerned with the constitutional niceties 
of the program. He is concerned with its practicabil- 
ity. Mr. Beck characterizes the doctrine of emergency 
as the “most dangerous legal heresy that could be 
invented.” But when an emergency ‘is battering 
down the door, when a crisis is here that imperils 
the economic life of literally everyone, what is the 
duty of leadership? Must leadership stand immov- 
ably by the letter of the law while the country sinks 
deeper and deeper into economic ruin? If the choice 
had to be made between the Constitution and the 
‘country, the\ sensible man would unhesitatingly 
choose to save\the country. 

No such chojce has to be made. 

Mr. Beck belongs to that school of construction- 

ists which exalts the letter of the law. To such, the 
Constitution is like the bed of Procrustes in its iron 
rigidity. There js another school that holds the 
Constitution to be\adaptable to the needs that arise, 
that it is a oom. ogg inherently flexible, by 
virtue of its implica ons, as well as its phraseology, 
and by the testimony of its duthors in the ways and 
means prescribed for amending it. 
_ The Recovery Act undertakes to conform to the 
Constitution. It sets forth in Section 1, as the 
grounds for the legislation, a national emergency, the 
general welfare and the needs of interstate com- 
merce. The Beck sch@ol, as we have seen, derides 
the theory of national ‘emergency, though it should 
be observed that it doés not, and cannot, deny the 
fact. Similarly, it dismisses the general welfare plea, 
but great constitutional lawyers don’t know what it 
is to be out of a job; they do not stand in the bread- 
lines; they bave no notidn of a fireless hearth, an 
empty cupboard and hungry children. Still, if the 
boat capsizes, they may have experiences undreamed 
of in their present philosophy. 

As to the needs of interstate commerce, or, if you 
will, the regulation of business, which Mr. Beck de 
plores, and which vex the soul] of Col. McCormick of 
the Chicago Tribune, what, pray, would these gentle- 
men have? Are they for cutthroat coripetition, 
with which honorable business cannot cope? Is reg: 
ulated production to be denounced, say, in the oil 
industry, which was being suffocated by unregulated 
production? Freedom of contract isa noble phrase, 
hut the reeking sweat-shop rips it into rancid tatters. 

We have no way of knowing how the authors of 
the Constitution would meet the situation of today, 
if they were here in the flesh, but it is logical to 
believe that they would fight as gallantly and suc- 
cessfully for economic democracy as they fought for 
political democracy; that economic injustice would 
be as abhorrent to them as political injustice was; 
that in their credo equality of opportunity would run 
the whole gamut. i ; 

We have previvusly quot6@ Julius Klein, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce under Mr. Hoover, on the 
Recovery Act. As he sees it, the Recovery Act is en- 
abling business to do what heretofore the law has 
prevented it from doing—authorizing business intel- 
ligently to organize production by sound trade asso- 
ciations. 

Finally, we have an institution that can, and per- 
haps will, determine the constitutionality of the Re- 
covery Act. If the act is as glaringly violative of the 
organic law as dissenters charge, there can be no 
question as to the Supreme Court’s decision. Accord- 
ing to Chief Justice Hughes, “The Constitution is 
what the Supreme Court says it is.” That court has 
often ruled in the spirit of the liberal, elastic school 
of interpretation. Unlike the Becks, the Supreme 
Court, in a long line of decisions, has often been 
guided by an older truth than can be found in the 
Constitution, namely: “The letter killeth, the spirit 
giveth life.”

One of the factors that has softened the shock of 
the depression in St. Louis is that, in the last four 


funds has been spent for local improvements, In 
‘calculating the effect of this expenditure upon em- 
ployment, we use the rule of thumb usually employed 
by engineers that, of every $1,000,000 spent in this 
way, $600,000 goes for wages. 

Thus, in the municipal fiscal year 1929-30, the city 
spent $8,000,000, which employed approximately 4800 
‘men. In the year 1930-31, $8,698,000 was spent, in- 
volving employment of some 5000 men; in 1931-32, 
$5,928,000 was spent, employing about 3600 men; in 
1932-38, expenditures were $4,968,000, employing some 
3000 men. On-a four-year average, the bond issue 
money gave employment to 4100 men annually, in- 
cluding, of course, labor employed in the fabrication 
of materials, etc. But for this employment, many, 
if not most, of these men, and their families, would 
have had to be carried on the relief rolls. 

The 1923 bond issue money is now practically all 
spent, so that the city cannot continue to look to it 
as a source of unemployment relief. Yet Mayor Dick- 
mann refuses to recommend another large bond issue, 
preferring to leave the unemployed to direct relief, 
for which the city gets nothing. This, despite the 
fact that the Federal Government is offering an out- 
right grant of 30 per cent of the cost of labor and 
materials on all approved projects. 

In 1928, the people voted an $87,000,000 bond issue 
and had to shoulder the whole burden. Now, with 
the need for employment acute, the Mayor refuses to 
give the people a chance tp vote for another large 
bond issue, to which would be added 30 per cent in 
Federal funds. He prefers to reject this unparalleled 
opportunity, letting other cities get our share of Fed- 
eral funds, though our citizens will be taxed for their 
improvements. 
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INSULL’S EMPTY. VICTORY. 

Samuel Insull has won his second battle with the 
United States Government in Athens, the court hold- 
ing that fraudulent bankruptcy, as charged in the 
proceedings, is not an extraditable offense. It was 
a hair-line decision, the five officiating Judges divid- 
ing by a count of three to two. And since further 
action is permissible, which it is the United States 
Governnient’s intention to take, congratulations, if 
any, to the victor must be tempered with reserva- 
tions. & 

As a matter of fact, no such word as victory may 
be found in the lexicon of Samuel Insull. The emo- 
tion of triumph has been extinguished, gave in tlie 
negative sense of evading justice and escaping hu- 
miliation. The blue Aegean may be dancing joy 
under a morning sun, and a wine-dark sea in the twi- 
light, as Homer beheld it, but to Samuel Insull it is 
“a gray and melancholy waste,” and every vista is an 
anguish, and all the land a valley of despair. Felon 
or fugitive, life has lost its savor, and the man 
himself, gazing across the world at the ruins of 
his empire, is simply a symbol of rapacity. 

There is comedy, as well as tragedy, in this legal 
epilogue of Insull and its Athenian setting. With 
what gayety Aristophanes could have caricatured it 
for the men of Athens; in what damnation Aeschylus 
could have frozen it! 
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A DISPLAY OF CONFIDENCE. 
Barely two weeks have passed since the Federal

Yet the French 
Treasury's last bond offering was so unpopular with 
its citizens that it was necessary to keep the sub- 
scription books open for a long extended period. 

It is not an artificial standard which makes for 
financial stability, but scund practices and a people’s 
confidence in themselves and in their leaders, when 
these leaders are wisely chosen. 
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AFTERMATH OF THE TRUCK CONFERENCE. 
Despite the failure of the recent conference at Har- 
risburg, Pa., in which delegates of 17 states vainly 
sought to agree upon mutual standards for bus and 
truck regulation, the sponsors of the movement are 
not discouraged. Since the consensus of the meeting 
was that 17 states, with their varying interests, were 
too many to join in a pioneer effort, conferences of 
smaller groups are being arranged. The six New 
England states plan to assemble soon. New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware have sched- 
uled a meeting. Seven Middle Western states also 
plan to consider the matter together. This is in keep- 
ing with a resolution adopted at the Harrisburg 
meeting, which, despite the conferees’ inability to 
agree on this issue, resolved that “we commend the 
idea of conferences such as this one, where represen- 
tatives of state governments are called together on 
matters of common interest.”

The Issues in New York City ' 


F the New York mayoralty campaign, 
QO: might be said that the real issues 
would be clearer if the three leading 
candidates would only stop talking. They 
all profess to be noble, disinterested, incor- 


ruptible, unbossed, progressive. They are all 


opposed to graft, waste, racketeering. All 
are in favor of efficiency, of restoring the 
city’s credit, of relieving distress, of promot- 
ing business, of recovery, democracy, the 
rights of man and the peace of the world. 
On no question of municipal policy do they 
openly and clearly disagree: I do not pre- 
tend, of course, to have read all the speeches. 
But I have read enough to know that little 
is to be learned by reading them. 

The real issue is a simple one: The City 
of New York has been misgoverned for many 
years because the control of the government 
has been in the hands of a group of district 
leaders who maintain their power by sub- 
sidizing their supporters with jobs and fa- 
vors. As against the local and special inter- 
estsof these district leaders, no coherent, 
effective or far-sighted municipal policy has 
been able to prevail. Mayor O’Brien stands 
for the perpetuation of this system of 
government. The McKee ticket represents 
the revolt of a more enlightened faction of 
the machine against the existing control of 
the machine. Fusion stands for the ousting 
of the whole machine. 

For the independent voter, the choice must 
lie between McKee and LaGuardia. The 
questions presented to him are these: Can 
the machine be sufficiently reformed by men 
who, until a month ago, were part of it? 
Or is it desirable to overthrow the whole 
machine of misgovernment and install men 
who are entirely unentangled with it? Is 
New York to wipe the dust off the furniture 
or sweep out the dirt that is under it? Is 
it going to trust Mr. McKee to reform the 
district leaders or is it going to separate 
those district leaders from the treasury and 
the sources of government power?

Do the people wish a partial change of 
control at the top or a radical change of 
cogtrol from top to bottom? In the McKee 
faction, they have men who have been part 
of the existing machine, have done business 
with it, have acquiesced in it, have sustained 
it, still represent an important part of. it 
and, barring miracles, must continue to 
compromise with it. In Fusion, they have 
a group of candidates who are the sworn 
enemies of the machine, owe nothing to it, 
have every interest in destroying it and no 
interest in compromising with it. 

That is all the issue I can discover in the 
New York campaign. 

There are, however, fictitious issues, 
dragged in for no purpose but to confuse 
voters, One of these fictitious issues turns 
on the claim that McKee is the administra- 
tion candidate; the other on the assertion 
that LaGuardia is the advance agent for 
the revival of the Republican party in 1936; 
still another, that LaGuardia is a disguised 
Communist. ‘ 

Let us look first at the more preposterous 
of these issues. According to Mr. McKee’s 
argument, Mr. LaGuardia has accomplished 
the really extraordinary feat of being at 
one and the same time the representative 
of Mr. Hoover and of Mr. Stalin, of the

one moment, Mr. McKee declares LaGuar- 
dia’s election in New York will lead to a Re- 
publican triumph in 1936; the next moment 
he declares it’ will lead to Communism. 
You pay your money and you take your 
choice. If you are afraid of the Republi- 
cans, vote for McKee. If you are afraid of 
the Reds, vote for McKee. Of all the silli- 
ness ever brought out in a political cam- 
paign, this attempt to portray Major La- 
Guardia as the emissary both of Moscow 
and of Palo Alto deserves the prize. 

The other alleged issue is a little more 
plausible; namely, the claim that Mr. McKee 
is the administration candidate. For Mr. 
Farley did intervene in New York politics 
enough to justify the claim or charge that 
the McKee candidacy is connected with ad- 
ministration politics. But Mr. Farley has 
displayed many evidences of wishing he had 
not intervened, and, after the first stage of 
the affair, has been enormously busy almost 
everywhere except in New York City. It is 
a fair inference that he wishes he had kept 
away from New York City.

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But even if Mr. McKee had the hearty 
political backing of. the administration, 
which obviously he has not, the question for 
supporters of the President would still be: 
Would the President’s program be affected 
for good or evil by the victory of either Mc- 
Kee or of LaGuardia? To answer that ques- 
tion realistically, we must ask ourselves an- 
other question: What part does the govern- 
ment of New York City, ér of any other city, 
play in carrying out the national program? 

A very important part. An essential part 
of the national program is the restoration 
of credit and property values. The bank- 
ruptcy of a city like New York would be a 
serious matter. Therefore, the first thing 
that Washington must desire is that the 
cities should do what they can to make 
themselves solvent. 

Another essential part of the national pro- 
gram is the relief of the unemployed. The 
cities are the primary agencies in this field. 
Efficient and honestly governed cities are, 
therefore, of great importance. 

Another essential part of the national pro- 
gram calls for the expenditure of money on 
public works. The cities Are among the 
agencies Which must be used, especially in 
the development of housing, if a large public 
works program is to be executed. Corrupt, 
wasteful and inefficient city government is 
an almost insuperable obstacle. 

In short, what the administration needs 
in New York City is a government that is 
able to co-operate with it. It needs an hon- 
est, a solvent, an efficient and an enlight- 
ened government. It does not particularly 
need to be patted on the back. As between 
McKee and LaGuardia, the one who will 
help Washington most is the one who is 
most likely to get rid of the machine that 
has bankrupted and paralyzed New York 
City. The question is not which candidate 
can declare the more loudly his undying de 
votion to Franklin D, Roosevelt, but which 
candidate can organize an administration 
that is able to straighten out New York fi- 
nance, to administer relief, and undertaké, 
without tribute to the political machine, 
large projects of public works,

TVA and Other Power Rates 


From Editorial Research Reports. 


di ME first actual sale and transmission of 
power from Muscle Shoals is reported to 
be awaiting only the approval by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority Board of a contract 
with a municipal power plant now before 
the board. 

The TVA announced Sept. 14 the rates at 
which power would be sold from Muscle 
Shoals. Municipal plants owning their dis- 
tribution systems might secure power at an 
average wholesale rate of .7 cents a kilowatt 
hour. The Authority proposed that the mu- 
nicipal plants charge the residence consumer 
a rate of 3 cents a kwh. for the first block 
of electricity consumed, and 2 cents, 1 cent 
and .4 cent for additional blocks, 

The Authority estimated that the average 
rate for the typical domestic consumer would 
be about 2 cents a kwh. For the limited con- 
sumer, the average would be about 2% 
cents. TVA’s goal is the fully electrified 
home and farm. For a home or farm of this 
nature, the average rate would be .7 cent.

data submitted at a press conference Sept.

has been a distinct change in their 
conception of the best way to real- 
ize their objective, i. e., that they 
now feel that the best way to 
change the social structure of the 
world is to demonstrate in Russia 
how well their system can be made 
to work.” 
The report delves extensively in- 
to questions of claims against the 
Soviet Union and the Russian coun- 
ter-claims, based on intervention. 
“The United States,” it said, “par- 
ticipated in the allied intervention 
in Russia in two ways. 
“It joined with the Allies in send- 
ing armed forces—troops and naval 
vessels—to two places: Archangel 
and Viadivostok. 
“It also joined in the agreement 
of the Supreme War Council with 
Kolchak (who battled the Bolshe- 
viks in seeking to establish a white 
Government in Siberia) to assist 
him and his associates with muni- 
tions, supplies and food to estab- 
lish themselves as the Government 
of all Russia.” 

On the Credit Side. 
“On the credit side,” the report 
says, “it should be noted that the 
United States prevented Japan from 
going into Russia alone, with a free 
hand; that ith Tequired pledges 
from Japan, and later made it im- 
possible for Japan to evade them en 
tirely; that during intervention it 
at times prevented political action 
against the Soviet Government; 
and that the United States did 
withdraw from Russia with empty 
hands.”

DRIVE FOR HOTA 
BOND ISSUE PLANNED 


Community Council Group 
Seeks Support of Civic and 
Welfare Organizations. 


Pians for a campaign in support 
of the $1,500,000 hospital bond issue 
to be submitted at a special elec- 
tion Nov. 21 ,were approved yester- 
day by the Health and Hospital 


Division of the Community Council, 
meeting at Barnes Hospital. The 
division intends to enlist the sup- 
port of civic and welfare organi- 
zations. 

The bond proposition is for can- 
cellation of a $1,500,000 item for a 
northeastern rail approach of 
Municipal Bridge, voted in 1923, 
and transfer of the issue for use 
in hospital buildings. The bridge 
approach is not needed. More hos- 
pital facilities are needed. The 
principal use of the bonds would 
be for completion of the new Ne- 
gro hospital. 

Hospital Commissioner Thomp- 
son told the meeting that “condi- 
tions in the present Negro hospital 
are a disgrace to the city.” The 
new institution will not be large 
enough to accommodate the de- 
mand if more funds are not made 
available. There is no other means 
of raising the city’s share of the 
cost, Dr. Thompson said. Some as- 
sistance will be obtained if the 


funds to meet part of the cost of 
labor and materials. 

Congestion at the present Negro | w, 

hospital was described by Dr. Oral 
S. McClellan, superintendent. He 
called this building, at Garrison 
avenue and Lawton boulevard, a

CHICAGO HALLOWE'EN RIOT 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—Too much

that smashed store windows, pil- 
fered from store displays, cut trol- 
ley ropes and fought 100 policemen. 
Police squads swung night sticks 
on the heads of the rioters and 
finally dispersed the mob. Six of 
the celebrant., including one Negro 
boy, received treatment for bruised 
heads and cuts. The riot occurred 
in the Negro quarter on the South 
Side when several resorts emptied

Answer: Putting aside the utterly 


foolish superstitious belief that 
black brings misfortune and even 
death to a bride, nevertheless count- - 
less generations have considered 
black tabu to such an extent that 
relatives in mourning invariably lay 
aside on that one occasion.
